dominantly agricultural to one pre- 
dominantly industrial.

Today the figures are almost ex- 
actly reversed. There is an explana- 
tion, of course.

But any suggestion that the pen- 
dalum has swung too far brings a 
prompt rejoinder, It is pointed out 
that our farmers now produce more 
crops than they can sell to advan- 
tage, that farmers only a few weeks 
agd were being compelled to let go 
of their wheat for less than the actual 
money they had put into its produc- 
tion, and that the situation was the 
same with respect to all other crops. 

That is true enough, but it is equal- 
ly true that the same thing could be 
said for many forms of mannufactur- 
ing, and it is also true that the car- 
penter and the stone mason and the 
structural iron worker and the ma- 
chinist — all manufacturers in the 


broad sense—are frequently unable to 
sell their labor and their skill, which 
are eg only products, for any price 
at all, 


Let us look one fact in the face. I 
do not want anyone to think that I 
am picturing American agriculture as 
being prosperous—the reverse is true.

that 6,000,000 or 8,000,000 or 10.- 
000,000 Americans are out of work 
do we stop to consider where they are 
out of work?

HELPED BY BANKERS 


\Groups Co-Operate To Em- 
ploy Successful Live-at- 
Home-Program. 


ATHENS, Ga., Nov. 27.—The 
bankers of Haralson county have co- 
operated with the. farmers of that 
eounty to establish a definite farm 
program that would enable the 
Secatrn to live at home and they 
also co-operated to obtain funds for 
a county agricultural agent. 

When asked in what way the bank- 
ers aided the farmers through their 
co-operation, County Agent R. E. 
Hughes replied: “The local banker 
'has become indispensable to the ex- 
| tension program since the farmer 
‘and his banker have come so close 
together and realized that one needs 
the other and that their interests are 
inseparable. 

“The local banker is the ‘key man’ 
‘of any community, because the farm- 
ers and businessmen approach him 
daily for favors in the form of ad- 
vice and credit.: The banker, there- 
‘fore, with his knowledge and influ- 
ence directed, can build or tear down 
prosperity and progress. Dealing with 
‘the backbone of the commonwealth, 
‘he is naturally looked upon as pos- 
sessing more foreknowledge than the 
average citizen. The local banker, in 
his position, can control a greater va- 
riety of characters than any other 
man in the community. 

“The local banker can aid in build- 
ing the extension program in_ two 
| Ways, by giving and refusing. He 
may be giving, in his personal con- 
tact, circulars, posters, through the 
local newspapers and through directed 
credit, have a tremendous influence 
in the building and carrying out of a 
sound live-at-home program. The sec- 
ond way is by refusing. He may 
any local credit that will not 
go to the upbuilding of the commu- 
nity. For example, he can co-operate 
with the county agricultural board 
any deny credit to any farmer who 
uses a onecrop system and will not 
diversify. He can refuse to finance 
the purchasing of any inferior live 
stock, poultry or seed that will«be 
detrimental to the community. 

“The local banker, the key man, in 
_his important position which none 
other can fill, with his knowledge, his 
influence with directed giving and 
refusing, can lend more aid in Wuild- 
ing an agricultural program than any 
other one man in the community. In- 
deed, there is ho one who can take 
his place.”

ATHENS, Ga., Nov. 27.—)—tThe 
bureau of educational research of the 
University of Georgia is conducting 
tests seeking to classify the state 
“norm,” intelligence and achievement 
average of school pupils. 

By means of tests now being con- 
ducted throughout the state, the bu- 
reau will classify results and estab- 
lish a state “norm.” By means of 
this it will later be possible to com- 
pare results achieved in Georgia 
schools with those achieved in any 
other state throughout the nation. 


The bureau said that many of the 
so-called “national ‘norms’” are not 
national at all, but are based upon 
tests in some particular section of 
the country where school conditions 
differ greatly from those in other 
states. 

Under the tests new being con- 
ducted, with a separation of rural 
and city schools, it will be possible 
to standardize the state “norm,” and 
with the work being done in other 
states along. the same lines, new na- 
tional “norms” will become more ac- 
curate.

Born September 2, 1855. 


He was born September 2, 1855, at

H. H. Smith, was of a family promi- 
nent in the early history of New, 
Hampshire. The professor came south | 
in 1850, for several years was presi- | 
dent of Catawba College and later a' 
member of the faculty of the Univer- 
sity of North Carolina. Young | 
Smith’s mother, who before her mar- | 
riage was Mary Brent Hoke, was a 
native of Lincolnton, N. €., and mem- 
ber of a family that filled one seat in| 
the Continental congress and~ gave' 
North Carolina its first chief execu- 
tive, 

In 1883, when 28, he married Miss | 
Birdie Cobb, of Athens, Ga., daugh- 
ter of General Thomas R. R. Cobb, of 
the Confederate army, who command- 
ed Cobb’s legion and who was killed 
while repelling the assaults of the 
federal forces upon the famous stone 
wall at Fredericksburg. 

By his first wife, Mr. Smith had 
four children. Mrs. Smith died in 
1919. In 1924, he married Miss 
Maisie Crawford, of Cordele, Ga. 

Admitted to Bar. | 

In 1872 Smith began the practice | 
of law in Atlanta and after a year 
of combining study with teaching, was | 
admitted to the bar. He was then) 
17 years old. His first adventure | 
into the field of politics was at the | 
age of 20, when he became chairman | 
of the democratic executive committee | 
in his county. 

Family characteristics of self-reli- | 
ance, acquisition of knowledge and! 
love of country dominated his life. His | 
interest in law broadened to include | 
activity in educational matters, and 
he became president of the board of 
education of Atlanta. 

His interest in public affairs led 
him in 1887 to purchase the Atlanta! 
Journal and he became president and | 
editor. He continued in the practice 
of law and in the same year gained 
recognition for successfully represent- 
ing the state in the prosecution of 
convict lessees, A year later he pro- 
jected the Journal into a fight that 
contributed toward seating him in a| 
president's cabinet. 

Smith was for tariff reform and) 
his beliefs led him to support Grover 
Cleveland in 1888, through his news- 
paper and his position as president of 
the state convention. Four years lat- 
er, Cleveland was bitterly antagon- 
ized in Georgia by advocates of the 
nomination of David B. Hill. The 
Journal supported Cleveland with 
such intensity and success that a 
Cleveland delegation went to the na- 
tional convention. Hoke Smith was 
a delegate. A year later he became 
secretary of the interior.

One night about 11 
o'clock I had to go by the office for some dressings ands 
as I entered the pitch black room, I was conscious of 
a presence. 


“‘Who is that?’ I called. A hoarse voice re- 
plied, ‘I am glad you’ve come. I want to talk to 
you but before I talk to you I want you to see 
these movie reels of my children.’ It was C. sit- 
ting in that dark, lonely office running off reels 
of moving pictures of his children. I sat down 
and looked with him. First they appeared in 
their baby carts, then on their bicycles, then play- 
ing tennis on the spacious Jawns of their home, 
and, finally, embarking for a European holiday. 
He frequently interrupted the progress of the pic- 
ture to comment on some trait that amused him 
and one that he thought an inheritance from him- 


self. Once he called attention to a gesture which he thought was like 
his. When the reels were exhausted he settled himself for a talk. 
There is something very solemn in midnight conversation with a man 
who has received his death sentence. He was not emotional. In a 
steady voice he began: ‘The specialist has told me that I have a 
cancer of the throat and I can’t expect anything but death. I wrote 
to my wife (divorced, remember), and told her that I had only a few 
months to live and that I wanted a visit from the children. It would 
be the last favor I would ask of her. I explained that I was not up 
and around much and that the children could have a pleasant visit to 
the city, spending only a few hours a day with me. But she turned 
me down flat. She said she thought it would be terribly depressing 
to them to see their father in such a bad condition and she didn’t 
want to do anything to make them morbid, so instead of sending them 
to me she was shipping them off to Europe for a holiday. The last 
pictures you saw were the ones taken at the boat. She was good 
enough to send them to me.’” The doctor confessed that he felt like 
he (rather than the narrator). had the cancer of the throat, so taught 
were his muscles.

‘but we are all caught. Why. should the marriage trap be so much worse than 
others? All marriage problems reduced to their lowest common denominator 
iread this way: Will you go?

‘NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—The state- 
ment by Premier Laval, of France, 
that reparation payments would have 
to take precedence over private cred- 
its had-a disturbing influence on the 
securities markets today and sent 
prices down to new low levels, Bonds 
also sank to new bottom prices, while 
wheat lost about two cents. 
Apprehension regarding the German 
situation continues to be the most de- 
pressing influence on prices. Follow- 
ing Premier Laval’s statement, ster- 
ling exchange also declined sharply. 
While London was reported as a 
seller of American stocks, English 
holdings are estimated to be so mea- 
ger that no heavy offerings from that 
source are expected. 
TRANSAMERICA SUPPORTED. 
One encouraging sign in the market 
was the excellent support appearing 
in Transamerica’ stock. Enormous 
buying orders have been placed for 
this issue by important banking in- 
terests sponsoring the company. 
Because of the contest which is now 
under way in the corporation between 
two important factions, and anticipat- 


cause shareholders to dispose of their 
holdings without knowing the facts, 
the banking interests have mapped out 
a plan for supporting Transamerica 
shares at all times. An attempt was 
made today to depress the stock, but 
the large buying orders placed in the 

market caused a quick rebound in 
| price following some heaviness. 

There is considerable bearish prop- 
aganda circulated these days and it 
is haauane of this that the Trans- 
ameriea interests are taking precau- 
tions to protect innocent -stockhold- 
ers.

COPPER DEVELOPMENTS. 

Copper stocks showed some firm- 
ness early because of cables received 
from Europe that the big Belgian cop- 
per producers have agreed to the cur- 
tailment proposals made to them in 
New York recently. 

The favorable influence of this de- 
velopment, however, was nullified by 
the announcement that the [Phelps 
Dodge Corporation had withdrawn 
from the Copper Export Association, 
indicating that some of the American 
producers have different ideas as to 
what plans should be _ followed to 
maintain the price of copper. 

The red metal was today quoted at 
6 1-4 cents a pound, a new low figure 
for all time. 

MARKET’S HIGHLIGHTS. 

Standard Oil of New Jersey was 
relatively steady due to reports that 
good buying was coming into the issue 
from interests close to the company. 

There were also reports that the 
sharp falling off in the production of 
cigarets was due to an effort on the 


inventories in anticipation of in- 
creased taxes. This, however, did not 
prevent the tobacco shares from sell- 
ing lower. 

Postponement of the TWorillard di- 
rectors’ meeting at which considera- 
tion was to be. given to the resump- 
tion of dividends on the common 
stock caused some disappointment. 

London was reported as a_ seller 
of Pennsylvania railroad stock and 
contributed to the establishment of a 
new low price for the shares.
